PORTSMOUTH, N. H., AUGUST 23.—THE MORNING- 


SESSION OF THE PEACE CONFERENCE WAS A COM- 
PLETE BLANK SO FAR AS DEVELOPMENTS WERE CON- 
CERNED. IT WAS NOT EVEN A REAL SESSION OF THE 
PLENIPOTENTIARIES, BUT WAS GIVEN UP TO AN AT- 
TEMPT ON THE PART OF THE SECRETARIES TO SETTLE 
SOME DISPUTES WHICH AROSE AS SOON AS THE CON- 
SIDERATION OF THE PROTOCOLS BEGAN. 


IT WAS CLAIMED UPON EACH SIDE THAT THE COR- 


RECTIONS WHICH SHOULD HAVE GONE INTO THE 
FRENCH TEXT AND INTO THE ENGLISH TRANSLATION 
HAD NOT BEEN MADE AND IT WAS THEREFORE DECID- 
ED TO GIVE THE SECRETARIES AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
ADJUST THEIR DIFFERENCES AS BEST THEY COULD

"I deny the statement made by the 
newspapers' thit I am the leader of a 
gang of hold-up men / I am not, I never 
was and never will b(?

Crow gang' A much more appropriate 
name for us would have been the Bast 
Oakland Athletic Club 
Our symbol let- 
ters were K N. A. and our books will 
show that they stood for kindness no- 
bility and allegiance and not what the 
newspapers represented 
Some of these 
bovs myself for one, went mto this hold- 
up business but with/Ho thought of the 
gang whatever 
"But as I said before\this all hap- 
pened before I was whipped up on that 
ring troubje. 
"I was arrested for that some time In 
December of 1904 while my first attempt 
at hold-up took place on October 8, 1904.

McKinley's Buffalo Speech. 


So much has recently been printed concerning what President 


Mcldnley said on the subject of reciprocity in the memorable speech 
he delivered at the Buffalo Pan-American Exposition on the day 
before his assassination that the public mind is greatly confused as 
to \\hat the President did say. It must be borne in mind that Mr. 
HcKinley was not advancing any concrete proposition in regard 
to tariff legislation, but only dealt in generalities suitable to the 
place and occasion. He was making an unofficial talk at an exposi- 
tion promoted with the idea of developing reciprocal trade relations 
between the United States and the other American nations. Hence 
the term reciprocity as used there must be construed in its trade 
rather than its legislative sense. Bearing these facts in mind it 
is well to ascertain precisely what it was that President McKinley 
said on that occasion. Here it is word for word: 


"We have a vast and intricate business, built up through years 


of toil and struggle, in which every part of the country has its 
stake, which will not permit of either neglect or of unduc'selfish- 
ness. Xo narrow, sordid policy will subserve it. The greatest skill 
and wisdom on the part of the manufacturers and producers will 
be required to hold and increase it. 
Our industrial enter- 


prises, which have grown 
to such great proportions, affect 


the homes and occupations of the people and the welfare of the 
country. 
Our capacity to produce has developed so enormously 


and our products have so multiplied that the problem of more mar- 
kets requires our urgent and immediate attention. 


"Only a. broad and enlightened policy will keep what we have. 


Xo other policy will get more. In these times of marvelous busi- 
ness energy and gain v,e ought to be looking to the future, otrength- 
ening the weak places in our industrial and commercial systems, so 
that we may be ready for any storm or strain. 


"By sensible trade arrangements which -will not interrupt our 


home production we shall extend the outlets for our increasing 
surplus. A system which provides a mutual exchange of commodi- 
ties is manifestly essential to the continued healthful growth of our 
export trade. We must rot repose in fancied security that we can 
forever sell everything and buy little or nothing 
If such a thing 


were possible it would not be best for us or for those with whom 
we deal. We should take from our customers such of their prod- 
ucts as we can use without harm to our industries and labor. 


"Reciprocity is the natural outgrowth of our wonderful in- 


dustrial development under the domestic policy now firmly estab- 
lished. What we produce beyond our domestic consumption must 
have a vent abroad. The excess must be relieved through a foreign 
outlet, and we should sell everywhere we can and buy wherever the 
buying will enlarge our sales and productions, and thereby make a 
greater demand for home labor.) 


""The period of exclusiveness is past 
The expansion-of our 


trade and commerce is the pressing problem. Commercial wars 
are unprofitable. A policy of good will and friendly trade relations 
will prevent reprisals. Reciprocity treaties are in harmony with 
the spirit of the times; measures of retaliation are not. 
If per- 


chance some of our tariffs are no longer needed for revenue or to 
encourage and protect our industries at home, why should they not 
be employed to extend and promote our maikets abroad?" 


It will be conceded that these remarks derived no additional 


force from the President's assassination on the following day. They 
were in no sense prophetic or charged \\ith unusual fervor or con- 
viction. The whole speech partook of the "glad hand" order, and 
bears the impress of the President's amiable de&ar° to please and 
the cheerful optimism of a man who was satisfied with himself and 
his country. There is a good deal of platitude in parts of the ad- 
dress, for the late President was not the frank, outspoken person 
President Roosevelt Is, and often resorted to platitude to avoid com- 
miting himself in regard to matters of national policy. In this 
particular Mr. McKinlcy was as reserved as Mr. Roosevelt is out- 
spoken. 


His Buffalo speech must be read in the light of all the atten- 


'flant facts. Failure to do this has caused his remarks concerning 
reciprocity to be misconstrued and given a factitious importance. 
His tragic death immediately after its delivery has given this speech 
a solemnity it floes' not really possess. The address was not 
in the nature of a charge to the American people or a recommenda- 
tion as to how Congress should legislate. It was congratulatory in 
character and was made up of the class of pleasing terms 
and 


rounded platitudes usually 
denominated 
glittering generalities. 


The advocates of reciprocity m the legislative sense have sedulously 
cultivated an impression to the contrary, but the fact remains that 
the President was giving his hearers a good-natured jolly. 


It was developed at the Court of Inquiry that "the Bcunington 


disaster was the direct result of official negligence of an inexcusable 
character.

amiss. If the Bennington had been a big battleship the loss of 
life from official neglect would probably have been ten times the 
loss at San Diego. Every ship in the navy should be examined. 


Theodore F. Shonts, chairman of the Panama Commission, says 


the canal will be completed within five years. Mr. Shonts is ex- 
tremely optimistic. The people will be satisfied if the canal is open 
to traffic inside of ten years. 
However, many of the discouraging 


reports recently circulated are clearly instigated by influences hostile 
to the canal, and hence are to be taken with a vast deal of allow- 
ance. The railway interests would like to have the work of dig- 
ging the canal prolonged indefinitely, and to that end are covertly 
promoting an agitation in favor of a sea level watenvav.

TREATY INDEMNITIES 
( 


'J lie historical record of ninety important treaties made since the 


tenth century shows that indemnities have been exacted in but thir- 
teen cases. The United States, in her wars with Mexico and Spam, 
did not a:sk for money, but on the contrary, paid Mexico $18,500,000 
and Spain $20,000,000 for territory taken. The first mention of in- 
demnity occurs in the famous peace of Westphalia, which ended the 
bitter religious struggle known as the thirty years' war ,in Ifi48. in 
which Germany was reduced in population, territory and morale. 
To her allied victors, France and Sweden, she was required to pay 
a staggering price. France got the provinces of Alsace and Loraine, 
while Sweden got part of Pomera^ia and the sum of $5.000,000. Two 
hundred and twenty-three years later Germany got back 
from 


France the surrendered provinces and at the same time obliged her 
vanquished foe to pay the greatest-cash indemnity ever known in the 
history of the world, $1,000,000,000. 
Russia got over $15,000.000 


fiom Persia in 1828, besides large provinces, and the next year, in 
conquering Turkey, demanded an "enormous sum," which, however, 
was never paid. Fifty years later, in 1878, she secured from Turkey 
the sum of $231,000,000, an indemnity which has been exceeded only 
once in the history of the world. The following table gives a list 
of the chief war indemnities:

stomach. 


Coffee in large quantities is admittedly bad, yet doctors are not unanimous 
in declaring that it should be left out of one's diet. Tea is on the Same 
plane, yet in no carefully prescribed diet do these two articles have a place. 
.The nerves suffer chiefly throug-h the use of coffee or tea, although liver 
and kidneys may be affected as well.

mands That Such an Official 


Should be Elected. 


BERKELEY, August 23.—The char- 


ter revision committee is making pro- 
gress" It has decided to have a mayor, 
nine trustees, two at large and to call 
Berkeley a city instead of a town.

NO SALOONS. 


Another communication from the W. 


C. T. U. through the secretary, M. H. 
Cartwright was re'ad urging the com- 
-mlttee to insert -an anti-saloon license 
clause in tha new charter and thus 
"eradicate the darkest blot on the fair 
face of beautiful Berkeley." The sa- 
loon was declared to "oe the one draw- 
back to the prosperity of the college 
town and presented a problem which 
demanded 
immediate solution. 
On 


motion of H. C. Bagot the letter was 
received and placed on file with a view 
\o taking action on it at the proper 
ame. 


FROM TOWN TO CITY, 


E. L. Linforth suggested that arti- 
cle 1, section, be changed so as to read 
"City of Berkeley," -instead of "The 
Town of Berkeley." 
The remainder of article 1, was left 
standing, with fee exception that "city' 
was substituted wherever "town" was 
used. 


TO CHANGE BOUNDARIES. 


Section 2, article 4, was next under 
discussion. It was generally asserted 
that the boundaries of Berkeley be 
extended especially on the south. It 
was decided to cut out this article and 
substitute an entirely new one. Sec- 


tion 5 referring toward boundaries is 
to be changed. Section 6, which pro- 
vides for the redistricting of the wards 
every five years is to be revised. 
Hanscom explained that the present 
warding had lead to great confusion 
in the past and as a result the work of 
redistricting the town had been done 
at irregular Intervals. 
H. C. Bagot 
thought that this article 
should be 
made to read so that the wards be re- 
districted every five years from a cer- 
tain date and every five years here- 
after. 
Hanscom 
thought 
that the 
Board of Trustees was negligent in 
such matters, 
as for 
example, the 
charter reads that the Trustees shall 
fix the water rates in February, but 
•this is seldom done. Hanscom thought 
that the article should be made man- 
datory so that no mistake could pos- 
sibly be made. 


N U M B E R OF TRUSTEES.. 


Section 7 was the source of consid- 
erable discussion. 
The 
article pro- 
vides for the officials of the town. ' 
Linforth moved that the Board of 
Trustees consist of seven men from 
the wards and two at large. The mo- 
tion was carried, only Hanscom vot- 
ing against it. The same change was 
made in the Board of Education. 


ELECTION OF MAYOR. 


The question of electing a Mayor 
was then brought up. Bagot did not 
believe that the official was necessary. 
Hanscom was of the opinion that the 
Mayor would be valuable; further that 
he should be in Berkeley all»the time 
and should not receive any salary. He 
believed that if a salary was paid the 
politicians would seek 
the job thus 
lowering the standard 
of the office- 


holder. 
Bagot thought it would be 


imposible to get a man to devote his 
entire time to the 
position without 
compensation. It was decided to have 
a mayor, however, with the matter of 
compensation to be settled at a later 
date.

Vollmer believes ho has found an ef- 
fectual law against Chinese or other per- 
sons operating gambling games in this 
city in an ordinance which he will pro- 
pose for passage at the next meeting of 
the Board of Trustees. 
The ordinance 


prohibits any 
gambling paraphernalia 


being exhibited in any place that is not 
perfectly free of access to. all police of- 
ficers and also prohibits any person vis- 
iting such places. A heavy fine or im- 
prisonment or both is imposed for the 
violation of this ordinance. 
Vollmer has framed his ordinance after 
ordinance No. 937, which was adopted in 
San Francisco on July 29, 1903. The or- 
dinance is especially directed against the 
supposed Chinese gambling dens in this 
city, again<>t which the officers cannot 
proceed under the existing laws. 
The 
proposed ordinance prohibits 
the ex- 
posure of gambling tables or implements 
in a room barred or barricaded or pro- 
tected in any manner to make it difficult 
of access or ingress to police officers 
when three or more persons are present; 
or the visiting of a room barred and 
barricaded or protected in any manner 
to make it difficult of access or ingress 
to the police, in which gambling tables 
or implements are exhibited or' exposed, 
when three or more persons are present.

tically unanimous In their belief that the 
city should use every effort to induce 
the new Western Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to come here with Its big shops, 
and should offer that road a site for the 
plant. 
"While the idea originally sug- 


gested 'was that the South Side Park 
lots should be offered for the purpose, 
there aopears to be a-general sentiment 
that the railroad ItselC should be con- 
sulted as to what site it would prefer as 
a gift from the people of Sacramento.

Company for the location of its shops ia 
Sacramento. 
"If offering a site to the Western Pa- 
cific would bring the shops here, I think 
we should do what we can to give the 
company the site. 
It" the shops are lo- 
cated here they will bring an increase of 
population and be good for the general 
prosperity of the city." 
"A. Li. "Darrow. cashier of the Fort 
Sutler National Bank, said the citizens 
of Sncramemo should hold out any rea- 
sonahlo inducement to the new railroad 
company Eo locate its shops here.
